Thomas F. Lee Will 
Give L.-A. History 
Course 


The Educational Conference 
fceaded by Dr. John Dewey of Co¬ 
lumbia University is to be held at 
Rollins from January 19 through 
the 24th. Dr. F. R. Georgia is in 
charge of all local arrangements 
for the conference. 

It is being held to discuss liber¬ 
al arts curricula with the purpose 
of suggesting what changes and 
modifications should be made to 
make such curricula serve our pre¬ 
sent needs. The inquiry , will be 
conducted by means of informal 
conferences. Morning sessions 
are to be held as private confer¬ 
ences, but the evening sessions are 
to be open to faculty and to a 
small number of invited and inter¬ 
ested people, to hear the discus¬ 
sion but not to take part in them. 

A start was made toward the 
solution of the problem of course 
contents ths year when a faculty 
committee ad a student committee 
n-ere appointed, each working in¬ 
dependent of the other,, to study 
this important phase of higher ed¬ 
ucation. The student committee 
has met two hours a day during 
the Fall term to carry out its in¬ 
vestigations. The reports of both 
committees will be submitted to 
the conference. From these ses¬ 
sions it is hoped that a curricula 
may be evolved which will be 
worthy of a trial at Rollins and 
elsewhere. 

Those who have accepted invi¬ 
tations to take part in the confer¬ 
ences are; Dr. John Dewey, philo¬ 
sopher from Columbia University; 
Professor Henry Turner Bailey, 
teacher of art from Cleveland; 
Professor Wilder D. Bancroft, che¬ 
mist, Cornell; Dr. A. Caswell El¬ 
lis, Director of Cleveland College; 
John Palmer Gavit, of “Survey 
Graphic”; Professor J. K. Hart, 
Professor of Education at Vander¬ 
bilt University; Dean Max Mc- 
Conn, Lehigh University; Presi¬ 
dent Arthur E. Morgan, Antioch 
College; Dr. James Harvey Rob¬ 
inson, historian, New York City; 
Miss Constance Warren, President 
of Sarah Lawrence College accom¬ 
panied by Miss Doerochuk as tech¬ 
nical advisor; and Professor Good¬ 
win Watson, educator from Teach¬ 
ers’ College, Columbia.

Dr. George Morgan Ward, who died Sunday, December 28, 
1930, in Palm Beach, was president of Rollins College from 1895 to 
1903 and from 1916 to 1920. At the time of his death, he was pastor 
in charge of the Royal Poinciana chapel in Palm Beach, which post 
he has held since 1900. Noted as a clergyman and educator. Dr. 
Ward’s passing is mourned throughout the United States.

Drama Tours to be 
Made in Summer to 
Foreign Theatres 


Walter Prichard Eaton and 
Sheldon Cheney, leading experts 
in stagecraft, are to conduct dra¬ 
ma tours to Europe i,n the late 
spring and summer, according to 
an announcement made by the 
Drama League of America. 

Mr. Eaton, author of “The Am¬ 
erican Stage of Today”, “The Ac¬ 
tor’s Heritage”, and a recent his¬ 
tory of the Theatre Guild, will 
lead the fourth annual Summer 
Theatre Tour, which is scheduled 
to sail from New York on July 
4th. The party will be in Eng¬ 
land for the Shakespeare Festi¬ 
val, in Orange for the yearly fes¬ 
tival in the Theatre Antique, in 
Salzburg for the Reinhardt Fes¬ 
tival and in Heidelberg, Munich, 
and Bayreuth for their festival 
seasons. Interviews are being ar¬ 
ranged with Sir Barry Jackson, 
Sir Archibald Flower, Max Rein¬ 
hardt, Gordon Craig, the Capeks, 
and others. Special features will 
include visits backstage to investi¬ 
gate theatrical equipment and 
footlights. 

Sheldon Cheney, outstanding 
exponent of theatre arts and au¬ 
thor of “The Theatre—1000 Years 
of Stage Decoration” and the re¬ 
cently published “New' World Ar¬ 
chitecture”, will lead the Russian 
Theatre Tour. This novel trip 
sails from New York on May 9th 
in order to reach the Soviet Re¬ 
public while the theatres are still 
open. It is designed to give stu¬ 
dents a fascinating opportunity 
to view' Russia as well as to study 
outstanding examples of the new 
drama. The director will give lec¬ 
tures on the Experimental and 
workers’ theatres and there will 
be frequent comparisons with the 
Continental methods and with the

The thirty-five paintings and 
twenty drawings which comprise 
the present exhibition Mr. Cobb 
has recently brought from Rome 
and has shown them in St. Louis.

Economic discussions, or at 
least discussion of economic sub¬ 
jects, past, present, and future, 
was the feature of the third an¬ 
nual session of the Institute of 
Statesmanship which ended on 
Saturday, January 10. 

The one fact upop( twh&ch all 
the participating economists, ban¬ 
kers, business men, andpromoters 
of welfare now agree that 
the love of money is the root of 
all evil. 

America moves forward, w?th 
the result that the causes of the 
combination movement are almost 
completely obscured by the ra¬ 
tionalization of industry brought 
about by public policy towards the 
control of business. Chain stores 
are here to stay, if the small town 
is not* Or, on the other hand, 
chain stores may not be here to 
stay. They may go the way 1 of 
a now extinct bus company, the 
separate units of which are not 
unlike in appearance from a dis¬ 
tance, as was suggested by one 
of the speakers, after she had 
waited for fifteen minutes for a 
distant chain store to pick her up 
and take her to the neighboring 
town. 

In case the chain store system 
should fail, the system would be 
followed by an organization of 
rather different nature, but em¬ 
bracing the samemotivn intentead 
bracing the same motive and in¬ 
tent, namely, the profit motive, 
and the intent to grow. 

It was pointed out at one of 
the meetings that periods of ov¬ 
er production and the subsequent 
industrial languor, produce among 
other attendant evils, an orgy of 
over-prediction. This condition 
of over-prediction may be attri¬ 
buted to another surplus quanti¬ 
ty, an element which is present 
in any town large enough to have 
a chamber of commerce and a unit 
bank. It is over-optimism. 

Such are the allurements of the 
prediction that nearly all the gov¬ 
ernmental officials have partici¬ 
pated, the one notable exception 
being (that iof the custodian of 
the funds of the United States, 
and he is hardly in a position to 
join with the chambers of com¬ 
merce and directors of our gov¬ 
ernment in the action of prognos¬ 
tication. 

According to economists, indus¬ 
try has been taking on a new 
form. Up to the last few years, 
the two recognized forms of in¬ 
dustry have been the horizontal

This story is a parable. No mat¬ 
ter how wise a man may be, it is 
impossible for him to enter the 
door of Social Problems by him¬ 
self.

Unit Two: 

Dr. Robert Holmes, Founder and 
Director of the Florida Forums 
is widely known as a blazer of 
new social trails. He now claims 
the honor of first bringing to Flo¬ 
rida as a Forum speaker, Ham¬ 
ilton Holt with his flaming phi¬ 
losophy. 

Evidently this reminiscence of 
Dr. Holmes brought to Dr. Holt’s 
mind the far reaching effects of 
dynamic leadership for he then 
told how eleven years ago, twen¬ 
ty professors met in the Century 
Club in New York City, and after 
sane discussion formed the first 
League to Enforce Peace. Later, 
Colonel House was authority for 
the statement that President Wil¬ 
son used the fundamental tenets 
of the League to Enforce Peace 
as the basis for his blueprint of 
the League of Nations. Presi¬ 
dent Holt drew the conclusion 
that professors must first think 
things out before statesmen act 
them out. He quoted—“Profes¬ 
sors think but do not act while 
statesmen act but do not think.” 
Noting that this did not refer to 
stateswomen, he introduced the 
Unit Four: 

Mrs. Fuller, as a Florida states- 
woman, responded that the ses¬ 
sions of the Institute had aroused 
such deep and fruitful thinking 
she would recommend that next 
year the entire United States sen¬ 
ate be asked to attend in a body.

The buffer 
phase of her job was new to her 
and when she announced an un¬ 
welcome visitor and was told to 
tell him “The Dean is busy” she 
was a bit nervous. She went back 
to the visitor and said with some 
embarrassment, “The Bean is 
dizzy”. 

Dean Heilman feared a com¬ 
plete resume of the Institute 
would make all our beans dizzy. 
He therefore stated briefly his 
own outstanding impressions of 
the conference: 

“I see now more clearly the two 
important movements of our day 
— Integration and Cooperation — 
The real problem confronting us 
is what changes must ive make to 
regulate these forces so that they 
may contribute to the public good. 

I feel that I with my visiting 
colleagues have not only profited 
by the deliberations concerning 
these changes but also by the op¬ 
portunity to Jiave first hand con¬ 
tacts with Rollins College in its 
I new socialization movement. Our 
I general university methods ate so 
mediaeval, so ossified, so ineffi¬ 
cient that each effort at progres¬ 
sive change is a vital contribu¬ 
tion.”

establishment of mergers, being 
vitally interested in the recent 
proposal to divide the control of 
every milqf of railroad trackage in 
the eastern United States between 
four enormous trunk lines. Just 
now this great merger concerned 
with serving more than half the 
country’s total wealth is his great¬ 
est interest. Being more than 
just an encyclopedic authority Dr. 
Ripley has had great influence 
upon all railroad history in the 
period since the war and he is 
destined to exert even more in¬ 
fluence in the near future. 

In his addi*ess before the in¬ 
stitute he stressed the fai*-reach- 
ing changes that are takirtg place 
in all American ti’ansportation, 
dwelling upon the fact that in 
spite of all developments we have 
nothing yet that can supplant the 
railroads, that we allow ecnomic 
ruin of the railroads at our peril. 
Furthermore in the case of every 
type of modern transport except 
air transport th^ public is pre¬ 
senting and maintaining a right- 
of-way for these new businesses 
thus allowing them at public ex¬ 
pense and without restrictions to 
provide ruinous uni’estricted com¬ 
petition against the railroads. In 
a very human way the Dr. en¬ 
livened his address with a humor 
that was not academic a(nd, in 
closing stressed the healthful note 
of mergers that will produce rail- 
x’oads so efficient that they can 
compete with even unfair trans- 
poi’tation. 


and the vertical. Recently, some 
are becoming circular. The re¬ 
sults of this circular movement 
are as yet not dearly understood. 
In speaking of hanking houses, the 
members of the institute decided 
that a house divided against it¬ 
self cannot stand. Therefore, 
they explained, chain banks, group 
hanks, and branch banks are be¬ 
coming increasingly popular.
